WASHINGTON (JP)—Gen. Omar 
Bradley told senators today he 
thinks President Truman was right 
in firing Douglas MacArthur but 
the "method” of doing it "probably 
could have been handled better.” 
This implied criticism of the sum­ 
mary fashion in frtilcti MacArthur 
was dismissed came at a session 
with Senate investigators in which 
Bradley also: 
1. Disclosed that total U. S. cas- j 
ualties in Korea—both battle and 
non-battle—total 141,955. This in­ 
cludes 72,679 non-bat tie casualties, 
and 69,276 combat casualties, with 
10,680 listed as killed in action and 
612 dead of non-combat causes. 
Non-battle casualties, are those 
resulting from such things as acci­ 
dents and illness. In this case, it 
includes also the frost-bite victims 
of last winter's cold. 
2. Testified the North Atlantic 
treaty nations "do not have the 
capability, right now, of stopping 
an aggression by Russia.” 
3. Said that while Iran is a dan­ 
ger point he is "not too sure the 
Russians are going to start some­ 
thing in Iran before they start it 
somewhere else ” 
‘Senator Wiley (R-Wis) asked 
Bradley: "Do you than that Gen­ 
eral MacArthur was treated in the 
way he should have been treated in 
handling this matter.” 
Bradley replied: "From a military 
point of view, I agree that he should 
have been relieved. 
"As to the method of relief, I 


agree that it probably could hart 
been handled better.” 
MacArthur, when testifying at tha 
beginning of the Senate inquiry in­ 
to his dismissal, indicated some bit­ 
terness over the way he was dis­ 
missed. He noted he was relieved 
on receipt of his orders and so could 
not make a farewell statement to 
his troops. 
MacArthur also declared he felt 
the national interest was jeopard­ 
ized by his having to turn over his 
command immediately to Lt. Gen. 
Matthew Ridgway who was at that 
time several hundred miles away. 
Bradley made the North Atlantic 
comment under questioning by Sen. 
Wiley (R., Wis.,) who, discussing 
the problem of prolonged war in 
Korea, asked if it wasn’t "dread­ 
fully wrong to give our allies the 
idea that we can defend more than 
we are actually capable of defend­ 
ing?” 
Bradley replied that "the ques­ 
tion of whether or not we can carry 
out our military commitments to 
conform to our diplomatic commit­ 
ments is very much one of opinion.” 
Then he continued: 
"It may be that right at this min- 
uae, we do have more diplomatic 
commitments than we can carry out 
militarily. 
"Take the North Atlantic treaty 
organization, for example: The 
twelve nations of the North Atlan­ 
tic treaty organization do not have 
the capability, right nowr, of stop­ 
ping an aggression by Russia.”

against the North Korean enemy 
last December. 
Schmidt, who is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Ove Schmidt, of 61 Ven­ 
dóla drive, San Rafael, was leading 
a platoon of the 31st Infantry dur­ 
ing a withdrawal movement while 
the 
enemy 
WHS 
attacking 
near 
Koto-ri. 
As Schmidt and 
his men ap­ 
proached a blown-out bridge, they 
came under a murderous stream of 
fire from North Korean machine 
guns pasted on high ground on the 
flank of the American troops. 


Though Schmidt had a broken 
arm which was in a sling and he 
could not even carry a rifle, he 
personally made a reconnaissance 
of the enemy position, organized 
an attack, and inspired his troops 
to 
overrun the 
North 
Korean 
troops, despite their heavy fire. 
Part of the 
citation 
honoring 
Schmidt said, “Without regard for 
his own safety, Sgt. Schmidt en­ 
couraged and inspired his men to 
accomplish their mission success­ 
fully. 
The •outstanding leadership 
and gallantry displayed by Schmidt 
on this occasion reflects great cred­ 
it on himself and the military ser­ 
vice/' 
Though Schmidt is only 23, he is 


a veteran of nine yean of military 
service. 
He enlisted in the army 
when he was 14 and volunteered for 
the paratroopers. 
During the Al­ 
lied invasion of Sicily in July, 1943, 
Schmidt jumped with the famous 
82nd Airborne Division who helped 
drive the Nazis from the Mediter­ 
ranean island.. He was wounded in 
the Sicily campaign and received 
the Purple Heart. 
Schmidt’s father today said that 
his son expects to leave for the 
United States in about 10 days, 
though no definite date has been 
set.

IT. S. casualties in Korea now total 
66,816, up 1,293 over a week ago. 
The latest figures, released yes­ 
terday, cover casualties whose fami­ 
lies were notified through May 18. 
They include 10,038 killed, 45,567 
wounded and 11,211 missing. 
Of the wounded, 1,174 have since 
died, and of the missing, 101 are 
known dead, making the combat 
death total 11,313. The missing to­ 
tal included 1,199 who have since 
returned and 115 known prisoners 
of war, 
leaving 9,796 
currently 
missing.

The Paris chamber of commerce, as sug­

bration . . . but there’s no wringing of hands 
in Marin. 
The state of the weather in Marin has 
proven itself to be most kind in connection 
with celebrations, and even when the weather 
is a bit on the crusty side, things usually come 
out all right. 
And there are plenty of celebrations coining 
up, big and small. Two of them are just past 
and from the frowds they drew, it may be 
noted that the Marin citizenry is “loaded” and 
ready for entertainment. 
Crowds of people attended the annual 
Mountain Theater production Sunday on Ml. 
Tamalpais. Those who were not frightened 
away by a fringe of fog that hung near Boot­ 
jack camp, found the mountain theater a 
sunny picnic ground with entertainment on 
the side. 
Hundreds crowded San Rafael streets and 
visited Albert Field Saturday when local units 
of the military took part in Armed Foixes Day. 
We predict even bigger crowds, all imbued 
with thoughts of carnival and summer, will 
attend coming celebrations. 
First in a summer long series of such events 
will start tomorrow night with the St. Ra­ 
phael’s Mission Fiesta in San Rafael. 
There will be plenty to do and see at the 
fiesta, including crowning of a queen. And 
the affair will last three days. Other similar 
fiestas are scheduled by St. Rita's church in 
Fairfax and St. Anselm's church in San An­ 
selmo. 
The early part of June will be crowded with 
celebrations so there will be plenty to choose 


from. The Southern Marin Festival will be 
held June 1-2-3. One of the big events will 
be a food sale on the Marin city athletic field. 
Proceeds from this event will go to the Marin 
City recreation committee, the Sausalito Boys 
club and the Family Service Agency.

Civil War Pensions Still Cost 
U.S. About $6,000,000 Per Year

1946 and the Mexican War is still with us with 23 
names still on the pension rolls. So, of course, are 
the Spanish-American and Indian wars. 
At the end of last fiscal year our payments to 
veterans and dependents of World War I had 
totaled $7,811,658,732, almost as much as the Civil 
War total; and World War n on the same date 
had cost $5,642,731,586. 
The abolition of war would be a great boon; but 
at this rate all its benefits could not be felt for 
about 125 years. —Los Angeles Times

SOUTH BEND, Ind. (/PV—There 
Is no truth to reports that stu­ 
dents at the University of Notre 
Dame sleep on footballs at night 
Instead of pillows. 
I visited Notre Dame’s beautiful 
1700-acre campus the other day 
for the first time. It was alive with 
flying birds, but I didn’t see a 
single flying football. 
(Editor's Note: Spring practice 
ended the week before.) 
The university currently is en­ 
gaged in trying to enlarge its en­ 
dowment fund, one of the smallest 
of any major educational institu­ 
tion in the country. It Is also en­ 
gaged in a big building program, 
including a new science hall and 
the 1951 football team. 
THE FACULTY and students at 
Notre Dame are just as proud of 
the Fighting Irish’s football prow­ 
ess as millions of fans across the 
nation are. But football isn’t quite 
the cult here that jealous rivals 
sometimes believe It to be. 
In an often-quoted speech of 


tribute to the 1950 team that lost 
four games, the Rev. John J. Cav­ 
anaugh, president of Notre Dame, 
denied any Intention to de-empha- 
size football here. 
“Notre Dame never did over-em- 
phasize football,” he said, pointing 
out that its athletes had to main­ 
tain a better-than-average scho­ 
lastic standing in order to play. 
“We shall always want Notre 
Dame men to play to win so long 
as there is a Notre Dame. To the 
weak of heart, I say, keep your 
eye on the Notre Dame team of 
fifty-one!" 
HERE ARE SOME FACTS about 
Notre Dame that don’t usually hit 
the sports pages: 
It was founded in 1842 by Father 
Sorin and six French brothers of 
the Congregation of the Holy 
Cross. Their entire capital: $400— 
and faith.

The original ten-acre campus 
has expanded to more than 1700 
acres. It includes two lakes, ath­ 
letic fields, 45 buildings and an 18- 
hole golf course. 
The student body of nearly 5,000 
lives under a discipline almost as 
rigid as that at West Point and 
Annapolis. They “eat, sleep, study, 
pray and play" on the campus. 
There are 13 residence halls—but 
no fraternities. 
A STUDENT MAY PASS an In­ 
dividual course with a grade of 70. 
But to be graduated or to compete 
in intercollegiate athletics he has 
to maintain an average of 77. 
The basic tradition at Notre 
Dame Is spiritual, not athletic. 
About ten per cent of its student 
enrollment is Protestant. Its alum­ 
ni Include prominent Protestant 
clergymen and Jewish rabbis. Its 
board of lay members has been 
headed by a Protestant. 
Many Protestants have served on 
its faculty. The laymen on the fac­ 
ulty outnumber members of reli­ 
gious orders about three to one. 
About eight per cent of the Uni­ 
versity’s gross income comes from 
football receipts. Much of this goes 
to help needy students. Some 15 
to 25 per cent of the student body 
earn part of their expenses. 
Ten thousand Notre Dame alum­ 
ni served in the second world war. 
More than 1,200 were wounded, 384 
killed. 
THE UNIVERSITY IS as proud 
of its scientific record as it is of 
its athletic achievements. The first 
wireless message transmitted suc­ 
cessfully in this country was sent 
from its campus in 1899. The basic 
formula fcf synthetic rubber was 
discovered here in 1920. Its present 
germ-free laboratory is world 
known. 
Some here feel that because of 
the overshadowing publicity given 
its football teams the real Notre 
Dame has become “the school no­ 
body knows." 
But the university sums up its 
own aims in two statements: 
“Knowledge of God is the begin­ 
ning of all wisdom." _ 
The purpose here isxb teach stu­ 
dents “not only how to make a 
living, but also how to live." 


FOR WHAT SEN. WILEY had 
wanted to know was not what the 
President had decided to do, and 
the reasons which led to it. He 
wanted to know something alto­ 
gether different. He wanted an 
eyewitness account. He wanted 
Gen. Bradley to tell him the story, 
which if Gen. Bradley were a good 
enough storyteller, would be al­ 
most as if Sen. Wiley, and inci­ 
dentally the whole world, had been 
sitting in the White House room, 
or as If the meeting had been tele­ 
vised. Sen. Wiley would never 
dream of applying to himself the 
rule that the processes by which 
a decision is reached shall all be 
made public—say in the case of 
any of his own speeches all the 
earlier drafts and all the revisions, 
and recordings of ail the conversa­ 
tions and telephone calls, and 
transcripts of the letters which 
preceded the final draft of his 
speech. . 
If Sen. Wiley, who has long been 
In politics, had ever had any ex­ 
perience in the conduct of the ex­ 
ecutive branch of any government, 
his question to Gen. Bradley could 
be regarded as intentional mischief 
with malice aforethought. As he 
has never sat in or near the 
drivers seat and has no direct 
knowledge of how government is 
operated, it would be unfair to 
say more than that the mischief 
m»as innocent. His innocence, in 
the sense that he did not know 
what he was doing, is clearly es­ 
tablished by the vote of the com­ 
mittee. For only a very innocent 
man could have insisted on a vote 
which divided the Republicans six 
to six and, moreover, forced them 
to identify by a showdown who 
among them belonged to what used 
to be called thirty years ago “the 
battalion of death." 
„ 


THE BRADLEY ISSUE turns on 
a principle which, if it were sub­ 
verted, w'ould make the conduct of 
government impossible. In itself It 


is only a symptom of a larger and 
more serious development within 
the Administration. This Is the de­ 
fault of the civil power and the 
rise, not by usurpation but by this 
default, of the Generals to a place 
which they should not, which they 
cannot, which the best of them do 
not wish to, hold in the govern­ 
ment of the Republic. 
The Mac Arthur hearings are 
merely a culminating point of this 
most un-American and most un- 
Republican evolution in our af­ 
fairs, What are we seeing? We art 
seeing the Generals in an angry 
public dispute about not merely 
the strategy of a war which they 
are conducting, but about the for­ 
eign policy and the destiny of the 
United States. Were this outra­ 
geous exhibition not actually tak­ 
ing place, it would have been diffi­ 
cult to imagine it happening. How 
can it have happened that we have 
sunk to the point where the two 
parties are rallying around oppos­ 
ing Generals, and where no civil­ 
ian in the government or the legis- 
ture is regarded as having any 
authority, or can get a respectful 
hearing, unless he has a General 
to speak for him? 
• * * 
IT HAS HAPPENED because the 
President, recognizing his own 
limitations, has sought to com­ 
pensate for them not by bringing 
into his Administration the ablest 
and most trusted civilians but by 
leaning upon eminent soldiers and 
by drawing upon the reflection of 
their glory. One of the main rea­ 
sons why the country was so start­ 
led when Gen. Mac Arthur was re­ 
lieved is that it had almost for­ 
gotten that Generals are not little 
sovereigns but are subordinate to 
the President. And if Mr. Truman 
had known how to maintain his 
authority during the five years he 
has been in office, he would not 
have needed to exercise it so brus­ 
quely and so clumsily when at last 
he had to exert it. 


THE CONSTITUTION crisis in 
which we find ourselves cannot be 
resolved, it seems to me, unless the 
President will take serious meas­ 
ures to strengthen the civil power. 
He has no one novf who can rein­ 
force his authority by bringing to 
him political support and popular 
confidence for the dangerous deci­ 
sions and the hard consequences of 
foreign policy. During the past 
year his Secretary of State has not 
had the support even of the Presi­ 
dent’s own party and he has en­ 
countered the violent opposition 
and obstruction of the other party. 
Government cannot be conducted 
without the support of the people, 
without the support of a working 
majority of their elected'represen­ 
tatives. Some day, when he retires, 
I hope that Mr. Acheson will write 
a book explaining how he persuad­ 
ed himself to believe that a gov­ 
ernment could be conducted with­ 
out the support of the people. 
In the meantime it is only too 
painfully evident that the govern­ 
ment Is not being conducted with 
anything like the lucidity, the de­ 
cision and the dispatch which the 
times demand ... and that we are 
condemned unless Mr. Truman or 
Mr. Acheson decide to do some­ 
thing about It, to go on trying to 
find out what happens when an 
irresistible force meets an irre­ 
movable object.

Your Pocketbook May Gain 
From Supreme Court Action 
By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON, May 22 (Jp) — 
Your pocketbook—the price you 
pay for things you buy—may bene­ 
fit from a supreme court decision 
Monday. 
It means a lot of shopkeepers 
can now charge you less than they 
have been charging. They’ll be free 
to cut prices. 
This court decision involves the 
fair trade laws of the 45 states 
which have them. Three states— 
Vermont, Missouri, Texas—and the 
District of Columbia don’t have 
them. 
This is what those fair trade 
laws meant, among other things: 
1. The manufacturer of a brand- 
name product could go into a state 
and make an agreement with one 
or more retailers, handling his 
product, not to sell it below a cer­ 
tain minimum price. This was 
price fixing. 
2. Once a manufacturer made 
such an agreement—if only with 
one retailer in that state—no other 
retailer there could sell below the 
price agreed upon by the manu­ 
facturer and that one dealer. 
THIS MEANT THAT any dealer 
—or many dealers—who not only 
didn’t sign the agreement but did 
not want it at all, couldn't cut the 
price of that product. 


That was the way it was until 
Monday, as the state laws were in­ 
terpreted. But the supreme court 
, changed that in part and in this 
way: 
The court said that in states 
which have fair trade laws a man­ 
ufacturer and a retailer can still 
make agreements not to sell below 
a certain price. 
But, the court said, this applies 
in the future only to those making 
the agreement and, in the future, 
any retailer not a party to the 
agreement can cut the price as 
much as he wishes. 
HERE'S A HOMELY EXAMPLE 
of how that worked and can work 
now:1. The manufacturer of a fishing 
reel wanted it to sell for $15 if you 
bought it from a tackle shop. 
If he sold it to a tackle dealer 
in the District of Columbia, which 
has no fair trade law, that dealer 
could re-sell it to you for any price 
he wished below $15. He suited 
himself on that. That still stands. 
The supreme court decision doea 
not change that. 
2. But say the same manufac­ 
turer went into a state with a fair 
trade law. He made a deal with a 
tackle shop not to re-sell that reel 
for less than $15. 
Even though the manufacturer 
made that agreement with only 


one tackle shop, all the other deal­ 
ers who handled that same reel 
had to sell it for no less than $15, 
even though they took no part in 
the agreement. 
Nor, under the court decision, 
the manufacturer still can make 
an agreement in a fair trade state 
with as many dealers who are will­ 
ing to go along with him that, the 
reel shall not be sold for less than 
$15. 
BUT, FROM NOW ON, any deal­ 
er handling that reel—if he didn’t 
take part in the agreement—can 
sell the reel for any price he 
wishes below $15. 
This decision resulted from a 
case in Louisiana, which has a fair 
trade law. 
Two dist i l le ry corporations, 
fichenley and Calvert, wanted a 
certain New Orleans liquor store— 
Schwegmann Brothers—not to sell 
below a certain price. The store 
insisted on selling at a lower price. 
The distillery firms took the 
liquor store to court to make the 
owners abide by the state’s fair 
trade law. The Schwegmann firm 
fought this all the way up to the 
supreme court. 
And Monday the court cut a big 
hole in the fair trade laws of all 
the states by ruling In Schweg- 
mann's favor. 
Of course, a question arises here: 
What happens now? Won't firms 
refuse to sell to retailers who de­ 
cline to take part in a price-fixing 
agreement? 
In some cases, probably. Maybe 
not. One lawyer here, asked about 
it, said: “That won’t work very 
well. Retailers can get their goods 
from a lot of sources, such as 
wholesalers, if a manufacturer 
doesn’t want to deal with them."

NEW YORK (JP)—Love and af­ 
fection and concern for dad seems 
likely to hit record highs in the 
next few weeks. 
There’s nothing like a let-down 
In sales of men’s wear to bring oat 
a wave of interest in the gentle­ 
man. And merchants who were 
disappointed that father didn’t 
spruce up for Easter the way they 
had hoped are ready to make a big 
thing of reminding mother and the 
children that June 17 is Father's 
Day.Father’s Day, however, has its 
serious, non-commercial side To 
that end, the National Father’s 
Day Council is choosing a father 
of the year and urging that June 
17 be dedicated to the proposition: 
“A good home means good citizen­ 
ship.” It says father plays quite a 
role in that. 
IT’S NONETHELESS true that 
Father’s Day promotions have in­ 
creased men’s furnishings sales 
six-fold since the idea got started 
in 1938 — with the dollars-and- 
cents success of Mother’s Day a 
great inspiration to merchants in 
the field. 
Men's furnishings sale* set all 
time highs for June in 1948 and 
again in 1950, Federal Reserve 
Hoard figures show. And interest 
in making father look better gets 
most of the credit. 
This June merchants hope to top 
even last year's record high. It’s no 
secret that they’ve needed no traf­ 
fic cops lately to handle the 
crowds in the men’s furnishings 
stores. 
Some 19 million new ties should 


confront the nation's fathers on 
Father’s Day, is the optimis­ 
tic opinion of the Men’s Tie Foun­ 
dation, Inc. At least, It looks op­ 
timistic from where the Founda­ 
tion sits. How the ties will look to 
father can’t be held against the 
Foundation. 
THAT ORGANIZATION also 
predicts that 15 per cent of the 
ties will be bow ties. 
Shirt sales, however, may run 
even higher in dollar business. The 
National Retail Dry Goods Asso­ 
ciation breaks down June sales in 
1949 to report that nearly one 
fourth of the business was in 
sports shirts, nearly a sixth in 
dress shirts, a tenth in ties, and 
the rest about evenly divided be­ 
tween underwear, socks, sports 
jackets and slacks. 
Accessory dealers are going to 
make a big play for trade, too. One 
thing they can plug Ls that chil­ 
dren shopping for a gift for father 
often don’t know the size of hii 
apparel, and can feel safer buy­ 
ing tie pins, cuff links, suspenders, 
handkerchiefs, and—you can’t get 
away from it, Dad—neckties. 
There are a lot more fathers to 
buy for this year. In fact, since 
the war there have been more 
every year. That’s because the 
marriage rate and the baby crop 
has been booming. And if you have 
babies, it stands to reason you 
have fathers. With more families 
you have more and with more chil­ 
dren in a family you have more 
potential Father’s Day gift buyers. 
This obvious bit of arithmetical 
reasoning is a great comfort to 
merchants this year.

Fishermen may encounter high 
and muddy main streams this week­ 
end due to melting snow, although 
some tributaries below the snow-line 
are clearing, P. G. and E. stream 
scouts said today in their midweek- 
y report on water conditions. 
P. G. and E, scouts had a bigger 
lob reporting this week with the 
opening May 26 of 12 counties from 
Modoc to Mariposa along the Sierra 
range and foothills to trout fish­ 
ing. 
Many secondary roads are in poor 
condition because of washouts last 
winter. Most lakes above 7500 feet 
are not dear of ice. Snow-fed 
streams probably will clear in about 
three weeks. This week’s report on 


reservoirs. Tributary streams to Lake 
Almanor and those tributary to 
the North Fork below Belden are 
expected to be high. Bucks Lake 
fishing has been fair with an out­ 
standing catch including an 18-inch 
rainbow taken on flatfish. Night 
fishing also is proving worthwhile 
with fish taken on clusters, eggs 
and worms. Grizzley Creek below 
the tunnel will probably be too high 
for good fishing. It is expected that 
Butt Creek from Almanor tunnel to 
lake level will be carrying the 
natural flow.

Korea, has been awarded to 1st Lt. 
Stanley S. Honeywell, of Mill Val­ 
ley, who has been in Korea since 
soon after the 
beginning of 
the 
United Nations’ police action. 
In 
the words of the official citation: 


“On 7 Nov., 1950, at Yong-Hung, 
Korea, during an attack by a large, 
determined and well organized force 
of enemy guerilla troops of his unit 
during the early morning hours, Lt. 
Honeywell displayed great presence 
of mind in deploying personnel to 
meet and repulse the attack. Dur­ 
ing the course of the ensuing action, 
many vehicles containing ammuni­ 
tion and other milla try explosives 
were set on fire. 
Lt, Honeywell, 
with utter disregard for his own 
personal safety, elected to go into 
the blazing inferno, amid very heavy 
enemy small arms 
fire, to 
help 
move vehicles and 
equipment 
to 
safety. 
By this heroic action, he 
saved many 
valuable 
items 
of 
equipment from certain destruction. I 
Lt. Honeywell’s initiative and ex-1 
emplary display of courage is in 
keeping with the highest traditions 
of the military service.” 


Lt. Honeywell, who is executive 
officer of Battery A. 96th Field Ar­ 
tillery Battalion, is a graduate of 
Tamal pais High school and the Col­ 
lege of Marin.

for the past 20 years, his home is 
at 114 Nelson avenue. During World 
W ar II, he served in the Philip­ 
pines. 
After discharge, he return­ 
ed to Army sendee, intending to 
make it hLs career.

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Over 6,000,000 Visit 


State's Parks In '50 


SACRAMENTO (U W—Some 6,608,- 
523 persons visited California State 
Parks during 1950, the State Divi­ 
sion of Beaches and Parks has re­ 
ported . 
The figure represents only visitors 
to units maintained and operated by 
the Division, the report said, and 
the total attendance at all units of 
the State Park System would exceed 
the 25.000,000 mark. 
The figure compares with 6,086,828 
visitors in 1949 and 4,077,361 in 1948, 
the report said. These figures do not 
include visitors to the many units 
under the jurisdiction of cities or 
counties, such as the Southern Cali­ 
fornia beaches closer to the larger 
metropolitan areas, which receive by 
far the largest year-round patron­ 
age. 
The Division report said “As at­ 
tendance figures are the chief yard­ 
stick for judging values of State 
Parks to the citizen, it is obvious 
that this State has Invested In a 
vast enterprise productive not only 
of social and aesthetic advancement, 
but of revenue as well, for each 
park visitor spends money for trans­ 
portation and many other items in­ 
cidental to his visit/’ 
The Division said that although 
it has endeavored to expand facili­ 


ties at present areas and to acquire 
new areas to meet the increasing 
needs of the public, the demand still 
exceeds the supply and it will be 
necessary again this year to limit 
camping in the larger and more 
popular areas to a 15-day stay and 
in many others to a stay of 30 days.

Influenza Dangers Reduced 
Through Use Of Penicillin 


My HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
* In recent months, widespread out- 
ijreaks of a mild type of so-called 
influenza have occurred In many 
jjarts of the world, including the 
TTnlted States. Despite these epi­ 
demics, however, physicians do not 
tjiis year fear a repltition of the 
World epidemic of 1918, in which 
qo many millions died. 
* This Is not for the reason that 
have developed an effective pre­ 
ventive or cure against influenza, 
6ufc because the chief cause of 
death in the 19Í8 epidemic was not 
(pie disease itself but the complica­ 
tions which came in its wake, par- 
Í 
cularly pneumonia and other in- 
ictions of the lungs. Against most 
Of these germs we are well defend­ 
ed by penicillin and the other anti­ 
biotics. MAIN PROBLEM 
i When it comes to developing a 
Vpccine against influenza, the main 
problem is that there seems to be 
so many strains of this virus. Ap­ 
parently there are four common 
types, of which only the two most 
frequent have been identified as 
virus A and virus B. Vaccines have 
been prepared against these, but we 
have none for the others. 
Influenza causes such symptoms 
as varying degrees of fever, some

weakness, prostration, and aching 
in the muscles. In some cases, 
there may be sore throat. Later on 
the patient may develop typical 
symptoms of a cold, with nasal dis­ 
charge. 
Some favor use of the vaccine to 
prevent the disease, particularly 
when there are indications that a 
widespread outbreak may occur. 
Others have not found the vaccine 
to be of great value. Elderly per­ 
sons, perhaps, should be given the 
vaccine because they do not with­ 
stand the disease very well. 
As I said earlier, the greatest 
dangers are found in the compli­ 
cations of influenza. For this reas- 
son, when influenza of any severity 
occurs, it may be well to give treat­ 
ment with one of the various anti­ 
biotics, such as penicillin or aureo- 
mycin or with the sulfonamide 
drugs to keep these infections with 
germs from occurring. It is also 
possible that the aureomycin may 
have some direct effect on the in­ 
fluenza itself. 
In any event, the patient with 
influenza should be kept at com­ 
plete rest in bed, and should be 
made as comfortable as possible by 
giving him plenty of fluids, a nu­ 
tritious diet, and such drugs as may 
be prescribed by the physician to 
relieve pain, discomfort, and sore 
throat. 
It would appear that the dangers 
of influenza have been greatly re­ 
duced by antibiotics, but it still 
can be; el discomforting and. a tem­ 
porarily disabling disorder. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Worried: Is the inflammation of 
the small intestine a common dis­ 
ease? Is it dangerous? Is it con­ 
tagious? 
Answer: Inflammation of the in­ 
testine occurs fairly often. It may 
be the result of infection with such 
germs as the dysentery bacillus or 
a parasite known as the Endamoe- 
ba histolytica which causes amebic 
dysentery. Certain types of enteri­ 
tis occur without any detectable 
cause. This form is known as reg­ 
ional ileitis. 
Some forms of enteritis are con­ 
tagious. 
A thorough study is needed to

Strawberries are one of the so- 
called “hard-to-jell” fruits because 
they are low in natural pectin con­ 
tent. Jelly making is not a form of 
cookery for the woman who cooks 
by instinct. 
Perfection is attain­ 
ed by following an exacting for­ 
mula. That is why your foods edi­ 
tor uses and recommends pectin In 
either bottled or packaged form, 
using the short-boil method, sav­ 
ing time, worry and also fruit juices. 
PREPARATION IMPORTANT 
Wash berries before stemming, 
by placing in a colander and wash­ 
ing quickly under running water. 
Remove any blemishes or unsound 
parts. 
Fruit for use .in jam is 
crushed, ground, sliced or chopped. 
To crush berries, place in large 
flat-bottomed pan and mash, a lay­ 
er at a time, to reduce each berry 
to a pulp. Skimming as indicated 
below is essential to prevent float­ 
ing fruit. 
Assemble the number of glasses 
and covers needed. 
Wash, 
scald 
and drain. Oo one batch at a time. 
No doubling the recipe 
when 
it 
comes to jam or jelly. 
4 cups strawberries, 
7 cups sugar, 
14 bottle fruit pectin. 
Measure four cups of prepared 
strawberries, (crushed, ground slic­ 
ed or chopped as you wish). Add 
sugar to fruit in, saucepan, and 
mix well. 
Place over high heat; 
bring to a full rolling boil and boil 
hard 1 minute, stirring constantly. 
Remove from heat and at once stir 
in, the bottled pectin. 
The» stir and skim with a metal 
spoon by turns for 5 minutes to cool 
slightly, to prevent floating fruit. 
Ladle quickly into glasses. 
Pour 
hot paraffin over at once. 
You’ll 
have about 10 
six-ounce 
glasses. 
When cool, cover glasses with paper 
covers or tin lids and store in a 
cool, dry place. 
HOME FROZEN STRAWBERRIES 
Luscious red strawberries may be 
successfully frozen 
whole, 
sliced, 
crushed, pureed or made Into spark­ 
ling juice. For extra-good results, 
however, crush the berries and pack 
them in, sugar. That’s what we’re 
told by the experts in the U. S. 
Deartment of Agriculture’s Bureau 
of Home Economics. 
Proceed like 
this: 
Select only firm, red-ripe straw­ 
berries for freezing. After sorting, 
wash a few at a time In cold wa­ 
ter, lifting them out gently and 
draining in a colander. 
Note again that berries are hull­ 
ed after washing, not before, to save 
fhe most juice. 
Slice or otherwise prepare and 
pack the berries and sprinkle on 
sugar, allowing ®4 cup to 1 quart (4 
cups) of sliced berries. 
To draw 
juice, turn 
fruit over 
and over, 
using a big spoon. 
Berries are then packed in mois­ 
ture-vapor-proof containers. 
Fruit 
will expand in freezing.

Place in pre-heated broiling com­ 
partment about 4 inches, from, mod­ 
erate heat and broil about 5 minutes 
or until lightly browned. 
Turn steak, spread with remaining 
fat mixture and broil until fish 
flakes readily, about five minutes 
longer. Combine melted butter and 
lemon juice, adding !4 cup sliced 
stuffed olives if desired and pour 
over fish Just before serving. Serves 
four. 
SPICY TOMATO SAUCE 
Here is a sauce to enhance halibut 
and to provide color contrast. Broil 
as indicated in recipe just above, 
omitting sliced stuffed olives. Pre­ 
pare this sauce and pour it hot over 
halibut when it comes from broiler 
or pass it in a sauce 'boat,

For Picnic Or Supper Fare 


This is one of those filling, satis­ 
fying picnic or supper salads that 
is almost a complete meal in it­ 
self; requiring only an assortment 
of fresh fruit and choice of bev­ 
erages. The sort of thing you can 
make up ahead of time and, take 
along with the greatest of ease. 
3 cups cooked shrimp, canned, 
fresh or frozen. 
3 cups diced cooked potatoes, 


for this, leave 14 inch headspace in 
pint containers that have straight 
sides and wide top.

Cut the eggs in halves length­ 
wise. Remove yolks, mash and add 
other ingredients in order named, 
mixing the mustard, sugar, salt, 
pepper and paprika together before 
adding.

Potted ham or 
chicken are also delicious. Refill the 
egg whites with the mixture. 
Variations. Butter, cream or may­ 
onnaise may be used instead of oil.

minced onion and 1 teaspoon, Wor­ 
cestershire sauce. Or moisten with 
cream and lemon juice and add do­ 
mestic caviar with minced onion to 
rtaste.

Joy, 16, Dies At 
ront Before He 
Can Be Sent Home 
GARY, Ind. (A*)—Joseph Kresno 
added to his 16 years last July to 
enlist in the army. 
His mother, Mrs. Anna Kresno, 
told the defense department the 
truth about his age after getting 
letters in which her son told of 
charging Chinese Communists’ po­ 
sitions in Korea with rifle and bay­ 
onet. 
She told the defense department 
her son should be sent home. The 
defense department assured her he 
would be and asked her to clarify 
the details of his enlistment. 
Yesterday she was notified that 
her son was killed in action on 
April 22. 


Persons planning to bUy large 
homes in San Rafael and remodel 
them into apartments were cau­ 
tioned today to make sure their 
plans are in accord with city build­ 
ing and planning regulations. 
City Building Official Walter 
Hellwig said several persons have 
been refused building permits re­ 
cently because they have not met 
city and state regulations. 
Difficulties arise, Hellwig said 
when persons buy large, old homes 
intending to remodel them into 
apartment houses. In many cases, 
he warned, the cost of meeting 
building regulations Is too great. 
He mentioned the case of one man 
who bought a home for $15,000, in­ 
tending to change it into apart­ 
ments, and discovered it would cost 
about $4,000 to make it conform 
with fire regulations alone. 
Hellwig said that regardless of 
zoning regulations a building be­ 
comes an apartment house, under 
the state housing law, when it con­ 
tains three or more units. An apart­ 
ment house must have one-hour fire 
resistant walls inside and out. 
For most old homes this will re­ 
quire stuccoing on the outside and 
plastering on the inside. If the 


'house is three stories high it must 
have two exits for each apartment. 
“Many people buy a house expect­ 
ing to fix it up cheaply, and just 
don’t have the money to make these 
changes,” the building official said. 
San Rafael Planning Technician 
Leonard Knittle Jr. explained the 
zoning requirements for such alter­ 
ations. 
If a home Is on a 10,000 square 
foot lot and contains 4,000 square 
feet of gross floor area It can be 
changed Into an apartment house, 
even if it is in a first class residen­ 
tial area, Knittle said. 
San Rafael’s new zoning ordi­ 
nance makes this provision in order 
to encourage property owners to im­ 
prove their homes, the planning 
technician said. 
Knittle pointed out that In many 
cases the planning commission has 
granted lands use applications for 
alterations that have been refused 
by the building inspector. 
He explained that the planning 
commission passes on the use of 
land while the building inspector 
makes sure that the intended build­ 
ing meets the provisions of the uni­ 
form building code.
